by the people. All that the Constitution did 
was to provide for a choice of Electors, who 
were to elect the President. The Constitu- 
tion, he thought, simply provided for the 
maintenance ‘of the office, and not for the 
maintenance of this or that particular man 
in the once. 

These points illustrate the wide and da- 
mental difference of opinion among n- 
ators, andthe speeches that still remain to 
be made will even more strongly express 
this divergence of views. ‘The Senators, 
however, are determined if they can to pass 
a law which will make it impossible for any 
gap such as was expected last summer to 
occur,

WasHineton, D. C., Dec. 15.—Iu the Sen- 
ate the discussion of the Presidential succes- 
sion in the contingencies provided for was 
resumed, and Mr. Garland addressed the Sen- 
ate. He said the President pro tem. of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House had: 
been held to be “ officers” in the sense in 
which the word is used in the clause of the 
Constitution, inasmuch as they were the 
officers of their Houses respectively. But 
enough of doubt had been thrown upon it 
to require the matter to be placed beyond 
further cavil. His answer to the objections 
of the Senator from Kentucky (Beck) that 
the Cabinet officers (to whom the line of suc- 
cession is given by his bill) might be ineligi- 
ble, as not possessing Presidential qualitica- 
tions, was that a requirement that such of- 
ficers shall have these qualifications could 
be added to the bill, also a provision to meet 
the possible case of a Cabinet implicated as 
particeps criminis with the impeached Pres- 
ident. He disagreed with that Senator as to 
the propriety of vesting the provisional suc- 
cession in the Judges of the Supreme Court, 
as the Presidential duties were beyond ques- 
tion such as reguired an executive rather 
than a judicial or legislative officer. The 
succession should descend in that line which 
was indicated by the verdict at the quadren- 
nia! election.

he said Congress is unable to determine, and 
the only means for the determination of that 
question would be a constitutional amend- 
ment. The clause of the Constitution simply 
gives to Congress the right to say what 
oflicer shall act; and neither in that nor 
anywhere else is it empowered to pass 
upon inability. The truth is, it was intended 
to be left to the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent as a matter of comity, to be settled be- 
tween them. If Vice-President Arthur had 
been iu full accord with President Garfield, 
did any one doubt he would have been 
called on to act in the latter's stead within 
ten days after the President was shot, be- 
cause it was then generally known, notwith- 
standing the dispatches that were sent out 
from Washington to the contrary, 

THAT THE PRES{DENT COULD NOT SURVIVE? 
Suppose the idea of the inability of the 
President become generally entertained by 
the country, and that, upon being waited on 
and informed of the popular belief, he de- 
nied there was any ground for it, and held on 
to his office, how could remedy be ap- 
plied? There was no remedy, for behind 
the President was the military to support 
his claim. 

There was no meaps of determining what 
constituted inability, as the constitutional 
provision was intended to be seif-sustaining, 
without any intervention by Congress with a 
cobrdinate branch of the Government. Va- 
rious instances of inability might be sug- 
gested, one of which was the absence of the 
President at the head of the army, in which 
case the Vice-President would act. The 
measure he had proposed, vesting the suc- 
cession in executive officers,in contra-dis- 
tinction with the legislative and judicial 
officers of the Government, although open 
to objections that had not yet been suggest- 
ed, was the best he could conceive of. 

COKE AND JONES. 

Mr. Coke urged the duty of Congress to 
provide promptly for averting complications: 
and Mr. Jones (Fla.) advocated an amend- 
ment to Mr. Beck’s resolution so as to pro- 
vide for an inquiry, whether any additional 
provisions of law or changes in the power of 
the Constitution are necessary to secure sta- 
bility in the office of President pro tem. of 
the Senate when the Vice-President becomes 
President of the United States, in the con- 
tingencies provided for.

THREE PER CENT 
COMMITTEE ACTION ON SHERMAN’S BILL. 
Svectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WasHivnoaTon, D. C., Dec, 15.—The Senate 
Finance Committee today reported Senator 
Sherman’s Refunding bill favorably to the 
Senate, with important amendments. The 
committee met at 100’clock to hear the views 
of Secretary Folger, who was invited to ap- 
pear before the measure was disposed of. The 
Secretary did not enter into any argument. 
He simply answered the questions put him 
by members of the committee, and expressed 
his opinion that it would not be advisable to 
refund any portion of the continued 5s and 
és at 3 per cent. His reasons were practical- 
ly the same as those enunciated in his an- 
nual report—that it would be more advisable 
for the Government to retain the privilege of 
paying the 3 per cents at pleasure than to 
put $300,000,000 of 3 per cent bonds beyond 
its reach for five years. 

THE SECRETARY WAS VERY MODEST 
in advancing his views, and said that it was 
simply a question of expediency. He had 
no doubt of the ability of the Government 
to float the 3 per cents if it was thought ad- 
visable to issue them. The most important 
change in the bill was a reduction of the 
amount of 3 per cent bonds to be issued 
from 8300, 000.000 to $200,000,000. This re- 
duction was made for the purpose of keep- 
ing a larger amountof the debt at the op- 
tion of the Government for redemption than 
was contemplated in the original bill. The 
National banks held $241,000,000 of the 3 
per cents at the date of the recently-issued 
report of the Controller of the Currency. 
The changes made in tne bill allow the hold-

passing its own measure. This prospect de- 
prives the Sherman bill of much of its im- 
portance. In truth, its importance lies only 
in the fact that the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, including such men as Sherman and Mor- 
rill; is shown to be in favor of a3 per cent 
loan.

THE TYCOONS. 
„ MISMANAGEMENT IN THE TKEASURY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 15.—The neces- 
sity for changes in the subordinate officers of 
the Treasury Department is illustrated by 
the discoveries made by Mr. Butler, Ap- 
pointment Cierk, since the removal of Lam- 
phere. There is in the department what is 
known as a “lapse fund,” being money 
saved from salaries of persons who leave 
the department before the expiration of the 
months for which they are employed. Un- 
der Lamphere’s mismanagement the 
abuse of this fund there will, it is known, 
be a deficiency in the appropriation for clerk 
hire for the fiscal year ending June 30 of 
$12,000. To make up for this deficiency, a 
number of clerks must be temporarily sus- 
pended. Lamphere also sanctioned the 
practice of “splitting salaries.” Under this 
scheme, where a clerk is appropriated for at 
$1,400 or $1,600 per annum, two people would 
be put on the rolls, generally women, and 
the salary be divided between them, This 
practice will be stopped. 


THE MISSISSIPPI. 
REPORT OF THE COMMISSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Triduné, 

Wasnhineton, D. C., Dec. 15.—The Mis- 
sissippi River Commission report covers 
about eighty pages ot foolscap, and is accom- 
panied by several voluminous appendices 
giving details of surveys of theriver. The 
following is an abstract of what the com- 
mission says about levees: 

The utility of levees as a means to prevent 
destructive floods, which is one of the ends enu- 
merated iu the act creating the commission, is 
too obvious to require comment. The import- 
tance to be attached to that object is a matter 
wholly within the discrewon of Congress, and 
not suitable to discuss here. The utility of 
levees as a means to deepen the channel 
of the river and improve and give safety and 
ease to navigation is a subject on which differ- 
ences of opinion exist, and in respect to which 
the facts coliected do not carry equal weight as 
evidence to the minds of all the members of the 
commission. It is considered by all that levees, 
by confining the flood waters of the river within 
comparatively restricted space, po tend in some 
degree to increase the pcourinug and deepening 
power of the current. But the extent and po- 
tency of their influence on the improvement of 

THE LOW-WATER CHANNEL, 
in respect to which (for the purpose of naviga- 
tion merely) improvement is most needed, and 
their value for that purpose as compared with 
other methods + tym r and as com- 
pared with their are regarded as subjects 
requiring furtber observation and study and the 
accumulation of further and more compre- 
hensive data before tinal conclusion can be 
reached concerning then In the meantime, the 
existing state of knowledge and the judgment 
of the commission cannot be better expressed 
than in the words of their report of Feb. 17, 1880. 

After quoging from last year’s report on 
the subject, the commission say they are not 
in possession’ of the data deemed necessary 
in making a trustworthy estimate of the en- 
tire cost of a level system. 

But a great reduction is evidently practicable 
in the amount of former estimates based on tho 
assured existence of a river- bed not subject to 
erosion, and on levee-work at 40 to 50 cents per 
cubic yard. 

THE COST OF LEVEE-WORK 
in Louisiana during the last four years bas aver- 
aged less than 20 cents per cubic yard. There is 
a strong presumption that the levees of the Mis- 
sissippi do not stand as works superimposed on 
the normal banks to retrain an additional flood, 
the volume and elevation of which they them- 
selves have produced, but as artificial barriers 
to replace that natural hi¢cht of banx which has 
been lost from causes connected with 
the occupancy and alteration not only 
of the banks of the main stream, but 
also of the basins of the tributaries. Their 
present function is not so much to increase the 
flood volume abnormally as to maintain that 
part of it which would otherwise be lost from 
the degradation of the banks It may be said 
of outlets (which term we restrict to well-de- 
fined depressions connecting the river with the 
swamps aod their drains on either side while it 
is still within its banks) that whenever they are 
directly connected with the improvement and 
maintenance of navigation they should be ei- 
ciently and permanently closed. 
SOLID STRUCTURES 

The report further says: 

Failure, disappointments, and imperfect re- 
sults are to expected in some degree when deal- 
ing with natural agencies of great magnitude 
by means of novel and immatured expedienis. 
It has been shown by years af patient and costly 
effort that solid and heavy structures will not 
stand in the bed of the Mississippi River unless 
built of dimensions and carried to depths that 
would forbid their general use for purposes of 
of channel improvement, and it may well be 
doubted whether the marvelous capacity of this 
water-way will ever be usefully developed, and 
made tributory to the power, wealth, and hap- 
piness of the people unless it can be accom- 
plished by the use of light and comparatively 
inexpensive devices, like those which have been 
named or may be devised and perfected by ex- 
perience. It is the unanimous opinion of the 
commission that the improvement of the navi- 
gation of the Mississippi below Cairo upon the 
plan recommended in 1880 is 

ENTIRELY PRACTICABLE, 
and that the completion of the works for which

THE CANAL PROJECT. 
Wasninetor, D. C., Dee. 15.—A bill was 
introduced today by Senator Miller to incor- 
porate the Maritime Canal Company of Nica- 
ragua. It names as persons to be so incor- 
porated U. S8. Grant, E. D. Morgan, H. F. 
Jewett, Howard Potter, Wiluam R. Garri 
son, Frederick Billings, George B. Irving. 
William L. Merry, William B. Franklin, So- 
lon Humphreys, Frederick Butterfield, EK. F. 
Beall, William H. Barnum, George F. Baker, 
Daniel Ammen, Edward C. Anderson, 
Alexander Taylor, U. S. Grant Jr., Edward 
M. Clymer, S. L. Phelps, Charles Dana, Rob- 
ert Harris, Edward F. Smith, Robert Ten 
Broeck, William Dennison, Manuel Cuadra, 
Thomas Defrance, and A. G. Menscal. The 
bill proposes to authorize this company “to 
do all lawful things to secure full enjoyment 
of the powers, privileges, rights, benefits, 
and grants contained in the canal concession 
made by Nicaragua to the Provisional Inter- 
oceanic Canal Society, and confirmed May 
22, 1880.” The principal office of the com- 
pany will be in New York. 
JTS CAPITAL STOCK 
to consist of not less than 500,000 nor more 
than 1,000,000 of $100 each, which shall be 
deemed personal property, and its affairs are 
to be managed by a board of eleven Di- 
rectors, one of whom shall be appointed by 
the President of the United States and 
one by the Government of Nicaragua. 
The bill provides that the United 
States shall guarantee to the company 
for twenty years from the completion of its 
canal and the commencement of the passage 
of vessels through it from ocean to ocean that 
its net receipts shall not be less than 3 per 
cent upon its capital stock, but this agree- 
ment is accompanied with stipulations that 
not more than $1,000,000 shall be deducted 
from the gross receipts in any one year for 
operating expenses, and that no interest upon 
any indebtedness of the company shall be 
paid out of its canal receipts until 3 per cent 
upon its total capital stock shall be earned 
and the United States released from liability. 
THE NINTH 8ECTION 
provides that the aggregate tolls and charges 
for the transit of any vessel through the 
canal shall not exceed $2.50 per ton of weight, 
or of forty cubic feet measurement (accord- 
ing to the usage observed by the Pacific 
steamship companies) of all cargo, fuel, and 
supplies on” board any vessel in transit, 
but the company may at its option 
charge in lieu thereof, not exceeding $1.25 
per ton actual displacement for any vessel 
when in the canal. Sec. 10 requires ‘the 
company to transmit yearly to the Secretary 
of the Treasury a statement of the total 
canal receipts and expenditures, and provides 
that whenever it shall be found that the net 
receipts therefrom exceed 10 per cent per 
annum upon the capital stock, the rate of 
charges will be reduced so as to yield not 
more than 10 per cent. 
THE ELEVENTH SECTION 
is as follows: 
The United States shall exercise such control 
over the canal as is now ur may at any time be 
prescribed by treaty with Nicarauga, and shail 


enjoy its free use for the transportdton of

SILVER.

Plumb says his 
idea is not only to avoid the accumulation of 
more silver dollars than are needed, but to 
keep on hand all that are needed; that it isa 
useless expense to keep the mints running to 
coin money not needed in circulation or for 
the redemption ot certificates.

CHILI'S STATEMENT. 
STATEMENT OF MARTINEZ. 
Bpecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuninerton, D. C., Dee. 15.—The Chilian 
Minister to the United States, as late as the 
Ast of November, sent a full statement of 
the situation in South America as between 
the Republics of Chili, Peru, and Bolivia to 
Secretary Blaine, in order that the State De- 
partment might be rightly informed with re- 
gard to the attitude of Chili and probabie 
future events. He repeats the history of the 
war, declaring that Chili went from Arica to 
Lima because it was a necessity. The Peru- 
vian leaders having fled to the interior, pro- 
posals of peace were expected from them, but 
they did not come, and Chili recognized 
the public service of Peru, giving to the 
Peruvians the municipal administration and 
the post-office. The fugitives declared that 
the territory of Peru should not be dismem- 
bered. 


THIS WAS AN EXCUSE 
for them to keep on devastating their own 
country. It was impossible to treat with 
anybody. ‘The occupation of the seacoast 
became a necessity. The Chilian authorities 
were requested to adopt a policy of Annexa- 
tion. The occupation is very expensive, and 
it isa glaring exaggeration to say Chill has 
made great profits out of the occupation. 
The figures reported are of gross receipts 
in a depreciated currency. In this state 
of things the anemic Government of Cal- 
deron was formed.

Turning to Gen. Key- 
nolds later, Guiteau said: “I thought you 
were my friend, but you have proved your- 
self to be a dirty scoundrel—sreaking into 
my cell, pretending to be my friend, and now 
trying.to hang me; you are a airty dog!” 
Guiteau has not seemed so much alarmed 
at any testimony as he did at that 
of Gen. Reynolds today. Gen. 
Reynolds’ evidence gave a new 
aspect to the case, and was à striking con- 
firmation of the prosecution, that the inspira- 
won device and the insanity trick were never 
thought of until Guiteau, after his confer- 
ence with Gen. Reynolds in jail, learned 
that the class of politicians from whom he 
had expected aid were denouncing him as an 
assasin, and that there was 
NOT A MAN OR BEING IN AMERICA 
who was saying a word in his defense. To 
that hour the instructions of the Government 
had been literally obeyed by the jail officials. 
Guiteau had had no communication with the 
outskie world. He had seen no newspapers; 
he had not been given any informa- 
tion as to the condition of the President; 
he had no knowledge of ° anything 
that had happened since July 2 except 
what he had gathered from that silent tele- 
graph which is said to exist among those 
long confined in jail. Gen. Reynolds had 
several interviews with the prisoner, as it 
now appears, at the request of the Govern- 
ment. The first was on July 14. Guiteau 
then spoke without reserve, and talked of his 
attack upon Gen. Garfield as his “ assasina- 
tion” of the President. The dreaded word 
which he pretends to hear with so much hor- 
ror in the court-room was the word he used 
as common-place in his talk with Gen. Rey- 
nolds on July 14. He assigned 
POLITICAL MOTIVES ENTIRELY 
forthe attempted murder. Guiteau first in- 
troduced the subject of the assasination. He 
spoke about the campaign; said that Gen. 
Grant’s work did not amount to much, but 
that Conkling did it. None of us,” said he, 
“cared for Garfield. We wanted Arthur.“ 
He said that when the people knew just why 
he “ assasinated the President, there would 
be a great reaction in his favor, and that, 
after a time, Gen. Grant, Conkling, and 
Arthur would come out as his friends. He 
said, also, that Corkhill had told him he 
would not push the case, and he expected to 
get outgon a writ of habeas corpus. In this 
connection Guiteau made no reference to 
any inspiration“; said nothing about 
it. In the second conversation, Guiteau 
told the witness that it was the 
situation at Albany that suggested to him the 
removal of the President, and, as the fac- 
tious fight grew fiercer, he determined to re- 
move the cause by killing Garfield. Arthur, 
he said, would then be President, and Conk- 
ling would be a man of big influence, and the 
Blaine party would go by the board. He 
wrote his letter to the White House, he said, 
tlie day before the assasination, after having 
read an article in the Republican saying 
Garfield was 
“WRECKING THE PARTY.” 
He told the witness he would never be pun- 
ished. He had no malice toward Garfield, 
but killed him as a patriot. The witness had 
a third interview with the prisoner on the 19th 
of July; told him that the President would 
certainly recover, and that the Half-Breeds 
were carrying things in Albany. The wit- 
ness showed him, also, the expressions of 
Gen. Grant, Conkling, and others, on the 
murder.

ton. There should be a better system at the 
White House, exclaims Mr. Ingersoll, so that 
the President can have “six hours a day for 
play.” He wants the receptions discontin- 
ued, because they are an imitation of mon- 
archy,” and because “they convert the Presi- 
dent intoa pump” and give everybody “a 
chance to take a jerk at the handle.“ Mr. 
Ingersoll probably overlooks the fact that 
now and then the incumbent of the Presiden- 
tial office desires to become a candidate for 
reélection. The aspirant for a second term 
ean hardly afford to hide himself away from 
“the dear people.“ If he wants their suf- 
frages, he must smile upon them. If he 
wants them to run a machine for his benefit, 
he must furnish oil to grease it, in the shape 
of offices.

THE PRESIDENTS CONTRACTION POLICY. 

The New York Times affects great concern 
because Tue CMSAGO TRIBUNE has had the 
temerity to criticise the financial recommen- 
dations in the calm and judicious message 
of President Arthur” and “the clear and 
impartial report of Secretary Folger.” 

These recommendations embrace (1) the 
suspension of silver coinage at the discretion 
ot the Secretary; (2) the retirement of the 
68 millions of silver certificates outstanding, 
and prohibition of any further issue thereof; 
and (3) the repeal of the legal-tender prop- 
erty of the greenbacks. Secretary Folger 
urges all three of these measures, and the 
President explicitly approves of the first two 
and tacitly assents to the third. There can 
be no doubt the three together contribyte a 
comprehensive scheme of contraction, which 
the New York Times fully indorses, though 
it denies ‘the agency of Wall street in orig- 
inating them. 

The favor which these recommendations

% receive from the Times and other New York 


journals attests, nevertheless, that this 
sweeping contraction scheme is a “ New 
York idea,” and the logical results of its 
adoption as the financial policy of the Gov- 
ernment warrant the conviction that it ma- 
nates from the moneyed classes of that sec- 
tion. 

The policy is one that should be discussed 
on its merits. 

I. As to the proposed suspension of silver 
coinage, a point is sought to be made by the 
Times on Tue Tumor in the fact that a 
similar suggestion has been made by Mr. 
Burchard, Director of the Mint, who is a 
Western man and was a bimetallist. But 
is it fair to sufpress the other fact that 
Mr. Burchard’s suggestion in favor of the 
temporary suspension of silver coinage 
stands alone, and is not supplemented by a 
recommendation that the 68 millions of sil- 
ver certificates be retired and the 350 mill- 
jous of greenbacks be demonetized? Mr. 
Burchard is one of those who-believe that 
international agreement on the double stand- 
ard can be accelerated by a temporary sus- 
pension of silver coinage in this country, 
and he bases his suggestion on that faith and 
for that object. The recomendation of Sec- 
retary Folger, approved by the President, 
grows out of hostility to silver as a constit- 
uent part of the American monetary system. 
This fact is evidenced by a weak and gratu- 
itous discussion of the question whether 
United States bonds may be paid in silver as 
well as gold, and by various hostile reflec- 
tions on the presence of silver as a part of 
the legal-tender money stock. 

2. The President and his Secretary of the 
Treasury would supplement the suspension 
of silver coinage by the retirement of the 68 
millions of silver certificates. As the case 
stands now, the entire amount of coined 
silver is represented in the working gurrency 
of the country. Between 30,000,000 and 
40,000,000 of silver dollarsin addition to the 
$50,000,000 of subsidiary silver is about as 
large a stock of that coin as the people need 
for pocket-money and small transactions as 
long as they are supplied with small bills. 
This may be said to compose the active 
specie or pocket coin” ot the country in a 
universal system of small bilis and bank 
checks. But a safe and convenient way was 
demanded for the further circulation of silver, 
which was afforded by the issue of certifi- 
cates for the actual deposit of silver dollars. 
There has been no lack of demand for them. 
The silver notes have been issued to an 
amount equal to the entire coinage of silver 
dollars outside the silver dollars which are 
circulating among the people in the form of 
coin. They are exchangeable at any moment 
and ig any amount for legal-tender coin. 
They are a part of the circulating medium of 
the country, and cannot be retired without 
comtracting the currency to the extent of 
$68,000,000, the amount now outstanding, nor 
prohibited in the future without stunting the 
expansion of the currency in proportion to 
the increase of population and the growth of 
trade. 

The banks cannot be relied upon to sup- 
ply the additional currency that may be 
needed, because they find that the necessary 
capital to do it must be invested at a rate of 
about 2 per cent, after allowing for the enor- 
mous premium they must pay to obtain 4 per 
cent bonds and the 1 per cent tax on circula- 
tion. The proposition to abandon silver notes, 
therefore, can have no other result, as the 
New York Times well knows, than a serious 
contraction of the currency now and in the 
future with the sole purpose of enabling the 
monometallists to point to an unemployed ac- 
cumulation of silver dollars in the Treasury 

vaults as an argument in favor of demonetiz- 
ing silver. “Silver won’t circulate,” is the 
favorit theory of these gentlemen; but al! 
the coined silver is in actual circulation 
either as coin or in the shape of certificates, 
which is not true of the gola coin in the 
country, and this fact galls Arthur, Folger, 
the Times, and the New York goldites gen- 


of the constitutional legal-tender quality at 
this time. It would simply abolish 350 mill- 
ions of debdt-paying money—leaving nothing 
but gold in a crisis when the creditor would 
demand legal-tender money. is it wise or 
prudent to place the enterprisinz and debtor 
classes within the grasp of a ring of capital- 
ists who may make a corner on the available 
coin in the country when the next pauic 
comes, or who may make a panic by corner- 
ing the coin when in consequence of crop 
failure the balance of trade turus against 
this country and the stock of gold is flowing 
out? 

4. What is the purpose of raising the ques- 


ton of the constitutionality of the legal- 


tender notes? It is a question that apparent- 
ly does not trouble the people. The Su- 
preme Court sustained the constitutional 
issue of $400,000,000 of trredeemable legal 
tender notes as a forced loan made necessary 
by the exigencies of war. That portion of 
this issue now outstanding consists of re 
deemable Government notes—a very differ- 
ent condition—and the Supreme Court has 
never by any decision cast a doubt upon 
their constitutionality. Why should Con- 
gress be asked to discuss a constitutional 
question as preliminary to a repeal of the 
legal-tender function of the greenbacks pend- 
ing the silence of the Supreme Court and the 
acquiescence and approval by the people of 
the existing condition of things? 

5. The notes of the Banks of England and 
Germany are legal tender. The notes of 
the Bank of France are legal tender when- 
ever the Government so directs. The notes 
issued by all the Governments of Europe are 
legal tender in time of peace oNwar whether 
they are redeemable or not. It would be 
deemed unsafe for any European Govern- 
ment to be divested of any authority to issue 
legal-tender notes whenever the national in- 
terests seemed to require them. Where is 
the h or danger of retaining the same 
quality for the Government paper of this 
country while itis redeemable in specie on 
demand, and what is the object in abandon- 
ing a debt-paying currency which has the 
confidence of the people and the backing of 
specie ? 

If unfavorable conditions, such as the suc- 
cessive failure of two or three crops, should 
deplete this country of its stock of gold as 
rapidly as that stock has been accumulated 
during the past three years, what advantage 
would there be in the absence of an availa- 
ble currency for paying debts? Would such 
a condition serve to avert or abate the dan- 
gers and sufferings of a panic ? 

These three financial recommendations of 
the Acting Administration must be consia- 
ered together. They mean precisely what 
Tur TRIBUNE has stated: a reduction of the 
debt-paying money of the country to the 
mere supply of gold alone, whether that be 
much or little. It is not possible to argue 
them out to any other conclusion, and the 
New York Times does not attempt to do so. 
Whether or not Mr. Arthurand his Secretary, 
Folger, reflect the views of Wall street in 
urging such wholesale contraction, it is cer- 
tain that the only beneficiaries of the change 
would be those who have loaned money and 
invested in mortgages on houses and lands 
and other securities on the present basis, and 
that the chief sufferers would be those who 
would owe cheap money and would be re- 
quired to pay in dear money, and look toa 
shrunken volume of legal-tender out of 
which to pay their debts. The proposition is 
one-sided, selfish, and unfair on its face. 
The New York Times may be able to recon- 
cile its conscience to the support of such an 
evil project on the ground that it serves its 
moneyed readers with the opinions which 
they want, though that is a questionable the- 
ory of morals; but to the country at large 
this sweeping contraction policy isa National 
affair, to be decided on its merits, and with- 
out reference to local or class interests. 


REFORM THE CRIMINAL CODE! 

The present movement for a reform of the 
methods of criminal procedure in IIlinois 
began in this way: 

The Commercial Club of Chicago ap- 
pointed this subject for discussion at its 
monthly dinner two weeks ago: “Is Crime 
in IIlinois Adequately Punished; and, if Not, 
Why?” The membership of the club is 
strictly limited to sixty. But each member 
is privileged to bring One guest. On the oc- 
casion referred to, Judges of the Supreme 
Court of the State and of the Superior and 
Circuit Courts of the county, police magis- 
trates, State’s-Attorneys, and City-Attorneys 
were invited to be present and to express 
their views. Tur TRIBUNE also was repre- 
sented. By a rule of the association, newspaper 
réports of its proceedings are prohibited. 
The knowledge that such a rule was in force 
encouraged the speakers to indulge in much 
freedom of criticism, and to express them- 
selves without reserve as to the reforms they 
deemed desirable. While the speech-making 
was confined for the most part to lawyers, 
comment was general. Out of the views of 
many it was possible to get not only what 
the lawyers thought about the lame criminal 


laws of Illinois, but what the business com- 


munity had in its mind to say of the law and 
the lawyers and the administration of the 
former by the latter. 

The common opinion of business-men in 
Chicago is that the Lilinois code of criminal 
procedure is antiquated and wretchedly de- 
fective, and ought to be radically amended. 
The fault is not so much with the lawyers or 
the courts as with the law itself. Nor can it 
be said that the better portion of the city 
bar is much interested in the criminal laws. 
Comparatively few of them have a criminal 
practice, or would haye it if they could, The 
mischief bas been done by country lawyers 
who have a mixed civil and criminal prac- 
tice, and have used their Influence in the 
Legislature, which most of them attend 
when they have a chance, to prevent any 
reform that shall have the effect of abridg- 
ing the practice of criminal pettifoggers, 
who earn their living by defeating justice 
and saving criminals from the penaities due 
to their crimes. 

There are few Judges in the State of IIli- 
nois who will deny that our criminal code is 
ina disgracefully defective—indeed almost 
chaotic—condition. The objection and oppo- 
sition to the amendment of it comes not from 
the Judges or the more respectable members 
of the bar, nor from the business community, 
but exclusively from a set of narrow-minded 
criminal lawyers, who seein any simplifica- 
tion of the law the destruction of their call- 
A perfect criminal code cannot be con- 
ceived or putin operation while human wis- 
dom itself shall remain imperfect and change- 
able. But we have the experience of all the 
Eastern States and of England, whence our 
jurispradence is derived, to show that our 
Present practice is pernicious and absurd. 
While the Judges are reduced to a stute of 


impotency, and ignorant juries carefully pro- 


vided for by law, it cannot be expected that 
the joint product of their labors will be at 
all gratifying or commendable. 

Our criminai code is a bad rule working in 
two opposit directions. It strips the iutelli- 
gent person in the court of authority, and

We must have a crimina! code that shall 
restore the dignity and usefulness of the 
Judges; that shall reduce the foye of tech- 
nicalities, and pumsh evil-doers, when they 
are proven v. according to the terms of 
the criminal statutes.

Cullom could 
not do a more popular or rightful thing than 
to include in his call for au extra session of 
the Legislature a provision for the consider-

‘esseutial to the public welfare. 
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A MISSING CONSTITUTIONAL PROVISION. 

In President Arthur’s message to Congress 
he calls the attention of that body to several 
serious questions of vital importance to the 
peace and integrity of the Union, on which 
questions there are wide differences of 
opinion, which have already threatened civil 
war, and which demand the earliest possible 
determination by an explicit constitutional 
definition. » The whole country shares in this 
anxiety of the President, and most earnestly 
seconds his appeal that Congress will, with- 
out delay, take action towards remedying 
the defects and supplying the necessary omis- 
sion in the Constitution. 


Pertinent to this important matter ot 


remedying defects In the Constitution there 
is another point not mentioned in President 
Arthur’s message, and that is, the loss—the 
time, place, and manner unknown—of an 
article, seetion, or clause of the Constitution 
which, from its very character, is part of the 
grand charter of the rights and prerogatives 
of the members of the Legislative 
Department of the Government. Fifty- 
three millions ‘of free, intelligent, and 
determined peopie await with breathiess 
impatience the decision of a question of con- 
stitutional right which has alone become 
disputable because by the neglect of some 
official at sometime in the early history of 
the Government that part of the COonstitu- 
tion goverulng the matter was lost or mis- 
laid. The question at this time has become 
of thrilling interest because of circumstances 
which may be thus stated: 

The City of Chicago, in the State of IIli- 
nois, has been established by law as a port of 
entry, and is provided by the same law with 
a Collector of Customs, ‘The person at pres- 
ent holding the oflice is named “Smith.” 
This gentleman was appointed four years 
ago on his merits, and his term has expired, 
but he continues to perform the duties until 
such time as the President can without 
plunging the country into chaos appoint a 
successor. 

The State of Illinois, including the City of 
Chicago, is represented in Congress hy two 
Senators and twenty-one Representatives. 
That part of the State included in Chicago 
has three Representatives, all Republicans. 
One of the Senators only is recognized as a 
Republican; the other is Independent—very. 
With this explanation the reader will under- 
stand the constitutional difficu Ity now exist- 
ing at Washington. 

A number of persons have applied not to 
the President, but to Gen. Logan, the Sen- 
ator, and to Messrs. Farwell, Davis, and Ald- 
rich, Kepresentatives, to be appointed Col- 
lector at Chicago, and it is understood that 
each of these has selected a person for the 
place; and the question at issue is, does the 
constitutional right and authority of appoint- 
ing the Collector at Chicago belong to the 
Senator or to the Representatives ? 

In the Constitution as it was until Gen. 
Jackson’s time, when a section dropped out 
and was lost, it was written that the Presi- 
dent shall nominate and by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate appoint ” 
all the officers of the Government of the 
United States provided for by law. This in- 
cludes the Collector of Chicago. 

No person at Washington, however, is now 
rash enough to claim or to assert that the 
President has any constitutional authority in 
the matter. The President who pretended 
to have such authority paid the penalty in a 
prompt assasination. It is therefore now 
unquestioned that the power to appoint the 
officer rests with the Senator or Representa- 
tives. But which? 

Gen. Logan, asserting the theory of Sen- 
atorial prerogative, claims that, there being 
no other Republican Senator from the State, 
he has the right te name the Collector, and 
cites as proof of his claim that he has ap- 
pointed the two Marshals of the State, ail the 
Collectors of Internal Revenue, and the Post- 
master at Chicago; he holds this right, sub- 
ject only to the conditions that the persons 
appointed shall be Republicans and shall 
have been in favor of the third term in the 
past. 

Per contra, Mr: Farwell in his brief, while 
conceding that the constitutional power in 
this case rests with the Senate, denies that it 
thus rests exclusively, or at all times. He 
maintains that when the Collector’s office is 
in a district represented by Democrats then 
the Senatorial prerogative is in force; but 
when the Representative of the district is a 
Republican, then the prerogative of the Rep- 
resentative is superior to that of the Senator. 
Aldrich and Davis strenuously support this 
view. 

As we have already said, fifty-three millions 
of people are waiting for the decision of this 
question. 

We have carefully read the Constitution, 
the papers of the Federalist, all the com- 
mentaries on the Constitution, have hunted 
through the decisions of the courts, have 
searched the writings of Madison, Jefferson, 
Hamilton, and the opinions of the Attorneys- 
General, and have been unable to find any 
suggestion that the power to appoint any 
oflicer of the United States was ever con- 
stitutionally vested in either Senators or 
Representatives. We have read over again 
the resolutions and platforms of all the po- 
litical parties of the country, and the read- 
ing has been lu vain. We have, therefore, 
come to the conclusion that the missing sec- 
tion of the Constitution must have been lost 
about the time that Jackson adopted the 
spoils system, and that the Senators and 
Representatives acquired the appointing 
power, more or less, during that historical 
Administration.» Would it not be well for 
the Judiciary Committees of the two Houses 
to make an investigation, sending for per- 
sons and papers, and report to the Nation 
what has become of this old Executive pre- 
rogative, the appointing power, and how it 
became vested In the members of their hon- 
orable bodies ?

JUDGE Roeegs has finally appointed Mon- 
day next as the time for the hearing of argu- 
ments on the motion for a new trial in the 
ease of the convicted felon Prince Albert 
Jones. This is an interesting case. The 
second verdict teturned by the jury against 
Jones was found Sept. 15 last. A motion for 
a new trial was immediately entered. The 
hearing has been staved off on one ingenious 
pretext and another from that time to this. 
It has thus taken more than three months to 
dispose ofa simple motion for a new trial. 
We doubt it the practice of any of the courts 
in the United States will afford a parallel to 
this delay for such a purpose. The record 
in Jones’ case is almost as fruitful as 
in the case of Friedberg. Jones is a 
fratricide. He is a colored man, and many 
of his friends have united in a subscription 
to provide money for his defense. Owing 
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Between the granting of the new trial in 
March, 1880, and the second trial in 
1881,a whole year elapsed, This time 
consumed by frivolous delays, includigg a 
change of venue from all the other el 
Judges but Rogers on the ground of “ preju- 
dice.” The State’s-Attorney was finally com- 
pelled to nolle pros. the indictment for man- 
slaughter for the remarkable reason that the 
evidence tended to show malice on the vart 
of the accused, and hencé would not suffice 
for conviction of mans laughter. “An indiet- 
ment for murder was therefore returned, and 
Jones was found guilty and given a life sen- 
tence. His case is just beginning to get in- 
teresting for the “successful criminal law- 
vers.“ Perhaps by the time the next census 
is taken in 1800 Jones may be able to answer 
to his name as a resident of Joliet.

THE RELATIONS OF GERMANY AND THE 
VATICAN, 

The exact condition of the relations be 
tween the German Government and the Vati- 
can have at last been stated by Prince Bis 
marck himself. The announcement was 
made lu-ans wer to an Interpeliation of Bis- 
marek by Prof. Virchow, the renowned 
surgeon, who is the leader of the “Cultur 
kampf“ (which he himself has defined as the 
struggle for civilization arising from the an- 
tagouism between Church and State) and 
the head of the Progressist party. The ques- 
tion asked by the Professor touched upon the 
present condition ot the negotiations between 
the Government and Rome. 

The answer of Prince Bismarck will un- 
doubtedly cause very general surprise, for 
he declared with great emphasis that, so far 
as the Government itself was concerned, no 
negotiations whatever had taken place be- 
tween the German Empire and the Papal 
Chair. What is true of the Empire, however, 
it appears is not true of Prussia, for 
the Kingdom has been in negotiation 
with the Vatican to an extent which 
Bismarck frankly stated. The gist of his 
statement was to the effect that Prussia felt 
it was her duty to consider the interests of 
her Catholic people from the point of view 
of the temporal power of Rome and the 
Romish Chair; and, with this purpose in 
view, he intended toask for an appropria- 
tion with the view of rendering possible 
direct relations and negotiations as to per- 
sonal and local matters. Furthermore, he 
applied himself to secure this object through 
Prussia, not from any considerations of 
principle, but purely from a business stand- 
point: and he claimed that not only Prussia, 
but every other German State, had the right 
to treat directly with the Vatican, in the in- 
terests of their Catholic subjects, as to busi- 
ness matters. In conclusion, Prince Bis- 
marck said, in substance: 

He had to put himself the question whether the 
Cathelic Church was to be regarded as a foreign 
institution, and he had thought himself bound 
to form a negative conclusion on the subject. 
But while de thus heid individdal representa - 
tion to be their primary course, be would alto- 
gether exclude the idea of simiiar action on the 
part of the Empire in its entirety. The negotia- 
tions now —- need not excite any appre- 
hensions. Not only in the Empire, but iu the 
various States composing it, they desired a near 
approach to peace, as near, indeed, as was com- 
patible with the independence of the State, 
which had formed the subject of contention for 
cemturies. This contention itself, this squaring 
of the circie, was not capable of being alto- 
gether appeased, but the Government believed 


that ‘direct relations with the Vatican would 
help to bring about an acceptable modus vivendi. 


From this adroit answer of the Chancellor, 
it will be seen that, while he has not been 
“to Canossa,” negotiations have bean going 
on, not by the Empire as a whole, but by 
Prussia as a Kingdom, the most important 
part of the whole, and that the individual 
representation of Prussia at the Vatican isa 
settled fact in his policy. It may be inferred 
also that if a Clerico-Conservative coalition 
has not already been effected it soon will be, 
and that rather than sacrifice his economical 
measures he will make peace with the Vati- 
can, and thereby secure the Centre, for with 


the Conservatives and Ultramontanes united 


the Ultramontanes also controlling all the 
independent factions, he will have a major- 
ity at his command which the Liberals 
cannot overcome. It will not require 
many concessions on either side to ac- 
complish the union. At the close of his 
speech, Dr. Windthorst, the Ultramontane 
leader, expressed himself as highly gratified 
with Bismarck’s utterances. In our last is- 
sue appears a dispatch stating hat With a 
view of still further conciliating the Govern- 
ment, the Centre party [which is the Ultra- 
montane has given notice of an interpella- 
tion in the Reichstag dealing with the ques- 
tion of assisting workmen by removing re- 
strictions on Sunday labor,” and this may 
only be the entering wedge towards an advo- 
cacy of Bismarck’s other industrial reforms. 
A compromise will be arrived at, because 
it must be arrived at, for without 
the Ultramontane votes he is powerless, so 
closely are all the Liberals—not only the Lib- 
erals proper, but the Progressists, Social 
Democrats, and even the Socialists—united in 
opposition. The contest, however, will be a 
bitter one. In reply to Bismarck Prof. Vir- 
chow assailed the coalition as dangerous to 
progress and even to civilization, to which 
thé Chancellor retorted that the Uitramon- 
tanes were not so dangeraqus allies as the 
Liberals, and that he would return blow for 
blow as long as he had strength left.

A WASHINGTON correspondent who has 
been closely watching the Guiteau trial writes 
his impressions of the villain:

The truth 
appears to be that Guiteau is intellectually a 
man of — narrow range and ignorant as well 
as depraved. Those wo know him best say that 
he bus no general knowledge except what may 
be gathered from slipshod read of the news- 
papers, and never bas had. There is no evidence 
that he ever learned anything thoroughly. His 
little speeches in court and bis legai points long 
ago convinced nearly every one probably that he 
isasane man; but takeu by themselves they dis- 
cluse his »4snorance—by bad grammar, shucking 
mispronunciation of words, and a mere scrap 
knowledge of law—and exhibit chjetly the work- 
ings of a nature overshadowed by depravity. 
He had the intelligence to write a trasby political 
speech, the constructive ability fo devise a mur- 
der, and the knavish cunning to try a bundred 
little tri ks in court for effect upou the jury; 
but when the nature of insanity was being dis- 
cussed by a learned man be seemed to feel be- 
yond his deptb, and had little to say. It is easy 
to see that the clumsiness of bis alleged simula- 
tions of insanity, which. the experts say, show 
that he knows uoibing of it, could be accounted 


for upon the same ground. 


Tux people of Cleveland, O., shortly after 
ident Garfieid’s death, adopted a resolution 
p2oviding for a National monument to bis mem- 
ory.

country will be allowed to contribute, the sum 


needed can be gathered without cost for col- 
lection, and the movement itself will be prompt- 
ly bexun. We understand that the sum ex- 
pected from Illinois has been notified to the 
Governor, and that it has been, or will soon be, 
apportioned among the cities and counties of 
the State. lu other States the money has been 
promptly collected and paid over, and we have 
no doubt lilinois will,as soon as the local ro- 
ceivers are named, also respond fully and 
promptly. In any monument to Garfield, In- 
nois will always claim to have an bonorabie and 
liberal share,

For a 
quarter of a century the late Duke may be 
said, without figure of speech, to have buried 
himself underground, sou! and body, spend- 
ing untold money in the work of excavation. 
In bis case there was no Prophet Elisha, and 
no River Jordan, to work a miracie and a 
cure; and so he shut himself up from the 
world in his own house, secluded himseif 
from his own household in apartments pri- 
vate to himself, and when he rode out 
ensconsed himself in a carriage of peculiar 
make, from behind the curtaigs of which he 
could see everything outside’through little 
oval glasses, without himself being seen. 
For a servant to come across his path in pri- 
vate corridor or subterranean passage was an 
almost unpardonable offense. When people 
heard about a year ago that he was dead, 
they had already forgotten that there ought 
to be a considerable personage called Duke 
of Portland“ alive somewhere, with an in- 
come popularly said to equal to £1,000 a 
day for week days, and £2,000 for holidays— 
say, over $2,000,000 a year. But it had been 
the lifelong enterprise of the forgotten Duke 
to invade the sphere of gloom which fancy 
peoples with the gnomes of fable, and to 
scoop out the solid clay halis, galleries, 
aud grottoes, transcending in size, splendor 
and contrivance the princeliest habitations 
of the broad-day world. The greéngrocers 
here tell their customers that the early rhu- 
barb (known in America as pie-plant) which 
comes to market is grown in exhausted coal- 
mines. It does not appear that the Duke of 
Portlaud ever tried to get flowers to bloom 
underground, but he seems to have accom- 
lished gveryehing but that; for the daylight 
s literally carried down to 
THE SUBTERRANEAN APARTMENTS AT WEL- 
BECK 
by means of contrivances made to catch the 
light, and which seem to shed it again four- 
fold by a system of reflectors. The most 
noteworthy among these excavated apart- 
ments are the ball-room; the Bachelors’ Hall. 
an acre in extent; an apartment which was 
once a riding-school, but is now an art mu- 
seum and picture gallery, 180 feet in length; 
and the library, 286 feet in length, which is 
divided into five chambers so constructed 
that they can be thrown into one. Another 
chamber, which the Duke did not live to fin- 
ish, coversa rood of ground, The roof is 
supported by eight iron girders of — ye — 
tons each, while the light is supplied during 
the day by twenty-seven octagonai reflectors, 
and at night by crystal chandeliers each 
weighing a ton. Il these chambers are no 
less magbificent than spacious; 3 
lighted, and no less ingenious! ventilated. 
And under Welbeck and its park—in which 
there are no fewer than forty lodges, each a 
curiosity of construction—a labyrinth of sub- 
terranean avenues winds about for miles. 
Still to be mentioned, there is the riding- 
school, said to be the largestin Europe, and 
lighted with 8,000 gus-jets; and the glass 
arcade tan-gallop, a quarter of a mile in 
length. It is no exaggeration to say that the 
Duke’s horses are more extensively housed 
than some of his guests when they are at 
home; and unless, like another Alexander, 
he takes a notion to gild their oats, there is 
really nothing more he can do for them. 
Even the dairy at Welbeck has its crystal 
chandelier, its marble fountain and gold fish, 
its Minton tiles, and its milk dishes at two 
guineas 1 apiece. Wooden floors are 
constantly washed with ale, fur the rich dark 
color with which the liquor stains them. 
The present Duke may complete what his 
redecessor left unfinished, but will proba- 
bly be too much occupied among his fellows 
above-ground to initiate more excavations 
himself. The posterity of the Dutchman 
Bentinck—who came over with William of 
Orange 200 years ago, with the friendship of 
that Prince x his chief possession—have 
done very well in England. 
MARLBOROUGH’S OLD BOOKS. 

The riches of the world are most unequal- 
ly distributed. While the Duke of Port- 
land’s horses live in pampered luxury, and 
his dairy-maids follow their dainty occupa- 
tion in veritable marble halls—making butter 
whose flavor derives all the advantage ob- 
tainable from the sound of plashing fount- 
alns and other romantic surroundings—here 
is the poor Duke of Marlborough reduced to 
selling his library to the highest bidder: It 
is only six years since the Marlborough 
gems were knocked down at the first bid at 
public‘auction, the bid being 35,000 guineas, 
or, say, $180,000. But the sum does not seem 
to have been enough, and now the historic 
collection of rare old books and manuscripts 
known as the Sunderland 1 is likewise 
to be exposed at auction. The library takes 
its name from its collector, the third Karl of 
Sunderland, a Secretary of State in the 
reigns of Queen Anne and George L, and 
the husband ot the first Duke of Marlbor- 
ough’s second daughter, ‘Their son fell heir 
to the Dukedom, and thereupon the great 
library, the collection of a Bibliomaniac 
whose means equaled his tastes,” was trans- 
ferred to Blenheim, and became a possession 
of the title of Marlborough. Blenheim being 
strictly entailed, the Dukeand his son and 
heir, the Marquis of Blandford, had to be of 
one mind as to the expedience and necessity 
of the sale, and they procured the sanction 
required by law in such a case by a private 
act of Parliament in the session before last. 
The sale will be taken in four pry a the 
first occupying the openine week of em- 

r, and tne others distributed over next 
year. A sale by is, in a measure, ren- 
dered necessary by the extent of the library, 
which at Blenheim occupied the whole of the 
west wing, sixty yards in length. Blenheim, 
which took seventeen years to build and cost 
a quarter of a million sterling (and would 
cost five times that sum now), was the gift 
of the nation to the first Duke. But, although 
the country has treated the Churciills with a 
lavish geuverosity, this palace was a rather 
inconsiderate gift. One may support a title 
on a small income, but it is quite 
impossible to live in a palace with- 
out a princely revenue, The Duke of 
Marlborou draws an annual pension 

ual to $20,000, and he has the estates of 
Blenheim and Woodstock besides: but in 
these days of agricultural depression men 
who have to live up to their palace ought 
to be independent of their rent-roll, It is a 
pity that the Sunderland library is now to be 
dispersed—that Lord Randolph Churchill is 
about forever to be deprived of these stores of 
information; but a hope is at least left that 
the books will command full rices, and that 
the least sum expected from sale, £30,000, 
will be much exceeded.

BEETHOVEN SOCIETY CONCERT. 
The Beethoven Society gave the first concert 
of its ninth season last evening at Centra! 
Music- Hall to a large audience, assisted by Mrs. 
Hastreiter-Schoophoven, Mrs. Frank G. Hail, 
Mise Annté R. Carpenter, Mr. Charles A. Koorr, 
Mr. Carl Levinsen, soloists; Mr. Louis Falk, or- 


ganist; and full orchestra. 

The numbers selected were Mendelssohn's 
“Hymn of Praise, which is well-known here, 
ane Saint Saéns’ cantata, or brief Christmas o- 
atorio, Noel,“ which was sung for the first 
time. The Hymu of Praise is so well known 
that we need not say anything of it as a compo- 
sition. The long symphony and prelude to it 
were tedious because the piaying of them was 
not eulliciently up to the mark to make 
them interesting. chorus did its 
work very well, though its strength lies in the 
sopranos and basses. The former are better 
than they have ever been before—more prompt 


and very steady; but the altos Gnd tenors were 
covered up by the heavy accom iments of the 
orchestra and organ. It was only in the chorale 
“To God, the rd of Ail,” where they sang 
mainly with organ, that wey assert them- 
selves with effect. Miss Heckie, who bad the so- 
prano work, acquitted herself well. She bas a 
strong, vigorous voice, ie dramatic in ber style, 
and has that broad, dignified bearing which 
adapts ber to oratorio singing. Her only fault 
was in forcing der voice uatil itsharped some, 
evidently owing to ber misjudgment of the 
acoustics of bail. r. Knorr sang 
with ali his ald oert ain and care 
ful style. Miss Carpenter, who, we de-

No. 4is a dramatic 
and sowewhat deciamatory air for tenor and 
chorus “God of all.“ and No. 5 a somewhat 
tiorid duct, * Biessed,” for soprano and bari- 
tone. No. 6, the chorus Wherefore are the na- 
tions raging,” is very stifring and even majestic. 
The seventh number is a trio for soprany, tenor, 
and baritone, with arpexgio accompaniment, 
which was encored. The eighth is a Hallelu- 
jan quartet of superb harmony, initiated and 
closed by the alto, the baritone, and soprano 
having a central part, and the work closes with 
a quirtet and chorus, for which the pastoral 
symphony serves us prelude, and in which the 
voices take portions of it, leading to a final au- 
them, very solid in conatruction.

HAVERLY’S THEATRE,

lines occurred to them, the authorship of the 
libretto is givén merely to make the historical 
record completd. The performance, on the 
whole, was a successful one, although it is un-

Trequent ronearsals with the performers. The 
twodo notatall times agree asto the proper 
time for fulfilling their respective duties. e 
opera was last given here by the German com- 
pany at McVicker’s, a few weeks ago. It 
abounds in catching airs and in tuneful melo- 
dies, and is a bright and sparkling comic opera. 
The text used. whoever the author, is meer 
inferior to the spirit of the score, which is full 
of merriment, of echoed laughter, from begin- 
ning to end. The argument of the opera is as 
follows: Pietro, the Prince of Palermo, goes to 
Florence, in accordance with the wishes of bis 
father, to marry Fiamtta, the daughter oi the 
Duke of Tuscany. Fiametta, wheo a child, bad 
been adopted by Lambertuccte, a grocer, who 
was not awareof her noble birth. The Duke 
had caused her to be reared in this humble man- 
ner, for reasons of his own, intending to wed her 
to Pietro, to whom she nad been in infancy be- 
trothed. Upon Pietro’s arrival in Florence, be- 
fore presenting himseif to the Duke and Fia- 
metta, be joins in several adventures with the 
students. Boccaccio, the novelist and poet, who 
is hated by the men & Florence for having ridi- 
culed them in his noVYels. Is deeply in love with 
Fiametta, Pietro is mistaken for Boccaccio, 

is sevcrely beaten by the indignant Florentines. 
As Pietro is about to be solemnly betrothed to 
4sFiametta, for considerations of state (although 
he does not love her, and sbe dislikes him), Boc- 
caccio, knowing that die affection for her is ra- 
ciprocated, arranges a play which Ulustrates the 
follies of Pietro so strongly that the latter sur- 
renders the hand of Fiametta to

*De'll Arte.“ which Boccaccio ig supposed to 
have com to win bis iady love. 

Miss Meiville acted the titie role with energy 
and spirit, and her singing was the best she has 
given us since she has been here.

A Workingman in a Milwaukee Packing- 
House Whipped to Death by 
Machinery. 


Drowning of Five Men at Charleston, W. 
Va.—Many Other Unfortunate 
Occurrences. 


Investigating the Cause ot the Recent 
Baraing at Pittsbarg. 
Special Lispatch ta The Chicago Tribune 
Prrranund, Pa., Dec. 15.—The origin ot the fire 
in the railroad shanty near this city a few days 
| ago, whereby twelve men lost their lives and as 
many more were badly injured, is as much of a 
mystery as ever. The Coroner's investigation is 
still in progress, but be seems to be unable to 
come at any factsin the case. Hugh McCune, 
keeper of the boarding-house, who is in the 
West Pennsylvania Hospital slowiy recovering 
from his injuries, testified this morning that 
shortly before the fire occurred he got up, 
took a candle, and went from his sleeping- 
room to the kitchen and shook the 
fire up a little. He is quite sure there was no 
lamp Durning in the kitcben or dining-room. 
He went back to bed and went to sleep. In au- 
swer to a direct question, he said he did not 
know how the shanty got on fire, and he has no 
theory in regard to it. The men were all quiet 
and sober, and there had been no drinking and 
frolicking about the place at all. As to starting 
fires with oil, he said be never did it, because he 
was very much afraid of oil. William 2 1 
pootor ot Allegheny County, nen: 
at the scene 0 the disaster 
found a barrel of 
my fire-test brand— 
uo degrees—on it. It was not benzine, as stated, 
but good oil, warranted not to explode at a less 
degree than 1 Fahrenbeit. I am of the firm 
opinion that there never was a bona-fide oil- 
lamp explosion. Ali the cases reported to be 
such that I have examined into proved to be 
lamps thrown over or kicked over, and after- 
wards caught fire, but no explosion. I don't be- 
lieve that kerosene will explode in a lamp.” 
None of the testimony thus far throws any light 
on the question at issue—the origin of the 
calamity.

Curious Deadlock Bei ween the Inventor 
and the Company Owning His Inveun- 
* 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Deo. MK. — be annual 
meeting of the Keely Motor stockholders was 
held today. Tue receipts for the year were $2),- 
126.01, and the balance on hand $1,964. It was 
expected that the meeting would be boisterous, 
but it was not. 

The Directors’ report was read by Mr.Enos 
Throop, of New York. After reviewing at great 
length the history of the Keely Motor enter- 
prise, the report calis attention to the fact that 
the Board of Directors had called on Mr. Keely 
to secure patents on his inventions. The paper 
says: “In concluding the report a statement of 
sume facts and inferences therefrom may place 
in a clearer light the progress made, and more 
strongly impress on those touking to and believ- 
ing in the ultimate success of this enterprise 
the great importance of meeting now the issue 
made between the company and Mr. Keely. If 
we take the statement of Mr. Keely astrue the 
multiplicator is now a perfect machine, or leay- 
ing this evidence out of the question, and tak- 
ing our own experience as che test, the machine 
is so far perfected as to make our demand at 
this time reasonable and proper. We do act 
dount the statement of Mr. Keely in regard 
to the way he produces this vapor, and 
the truth of this cannot be determined by 
us until we have obtained a complete under- 
standing of the generator, but the resultant fact 
so often seeu by us leaves no doudtia our minds 
as to the great moneyed value of this invention. 
if, as Mr. Keely now claims, the generator 
must be graduated up to its highest lines, and 
made automatic in its operations before it is in 
a condition to upply for letters patent, then we 
say to him in reply chat our demand will be sat- 
istied witbout application for patents whenever 
be is willing to take into his contidence some in- 
telligent and trustworthy person. to whom shall 
be shown the iuterior of this machine. and the 
secrets and principies so fully explained that the 
samo results can be produced by this person as 
he himeelf bas so often produced. Another rea- 
son assigned for making this demand is that Mr. 
Keviy for twenty years has been experiment- 
ing on this invention, and that naturally his 
mind may have become weakened and upt to 
work in a mental groove ora circle of thought, 
aud that, by the bringing of a fresh mind to his 
aid, many things which now seem difficuill will be 
found easy of solution.“ 

The report says that the question arises why 
Mr. Keely should hesitate to comply with their 
request if his intention is an honest one, and the 
auswer to this question leads directly up to a 

reonail examination of the man aod his pecu- 
iarities if we would find an intelligent reason 
for his conduct. It has been the experience of 
every one brought into intimate relations with 

Mr. Keely that any attempt at a serious investi- 

gation of his operations hasbeen met on bis part

He 
Das repeatedly said that be and he alone is the 
proper judge of the time when he shall impart 
this information, and that as soon as he shall 
bring them to perfection or to that stage deter- 
miued upon in his own mind be will comply with 
our requests.

The Reform Passenger and Ticket 
Agents in Solemn Conclave. 

If the Genera! Passenger Agents of the var- 
jous railroads in this country Wereas good in 
instigating reforms as in taiking about them 
the passenger business would not be in so 
wretched and unsatisfactory cendition. It is an 
admitted fact that one of the greatest evils and 
abuses from which the passenger business of the 
roads in tuts country is suffering is the practice 
of paying to the ticket-sellers of connecting 
lines commissions on the sale of through tick- 
ets, for which there are no compensatory advan- 
tages, beyond the securing of a bare neutrality 
upon the part of agents receiving such com- 
missions. It is generally admitted that this 
system is nothing more or less than a system of 
bribery, and through it ticket agents are cor- 
rupted and the scalpers enabied to carry on their 
illegal practices, Weak efforts have been fre- 


evil, but. they always failed on account 
of the fierce competition existing between the 
various lines and the feeling of mutual distrust 
among railway officials whenever an attempt is 
made to carry out plans to reform abuses. As 
long as there was peace among the roads and 
they were able to exact the extra amount used 
for the payment of commissions from the pub- 
lic by charging exhorbitant fares, but few roads 
could be found that cared much to corrett the 
abuse, because as long as it existed they were 
able to get ahead of one another by bribing 
ticket agents with an extra fee to discriminate 
in their favor. 

Lately, however, the rates on nearly ail the 
lines buve become greatly disturbed, and gone 
down to such low figares that the railroads and 
not the public have to bear the burden of the 
evil, and suddenly most of the General

quently, a circular was sent out by Commis- 
sioner Dixon requesting the Opinion of raiiroad 
olficiais regurding the advisability of instituting 
a reform in the ticket-com mission system. Let- 
ters were received from more than 100 railroad 
otticials strongly favoring an immediate effort 
at reform, and some seut eluborate papers on 
the subject, together with pians and agreements 
to carry it out. One official, in submitting an 
agreement by which this “unwise and inex- 
cusabie abuse could be wiped out,” properly aad 
truthfully said: 

» Abuses chat, by their age, dave become al- 
most us firmiy established as :egitimate prao- 
tice, cun be eliminated only by the most radical 
of measures. By we long continned practice of 
pay tng, and by the long unchecked ability to re- 
ovive commissions, the paying roads and the re- 
ceiving agents bave maoaged to dispose of vast 
amouuts of the revenue derived from passenger 
earnings, and have thus despoied the owners of 
the railroad property, or have assisted in for- 
cing the passevger to pay Much larger rates for 
bis railrvad passage than he would have been 
obliged to pay baa no commission been paid by 
railroad companies or received by railroad 
ticket agents; for bad not commissions been 
paid the owners of the property would have 
received much larger earuiugs from their prup- 
erty, as the commissions by the leading 
railroads amount to from 1to3 percent of the 
gross revenue derived from passenger earnings. 
Or if the owners of the property bad not been 
paid increased dividends, from the money that 
would have been saved if commissions had not 
been paid, then the railroad companies would 
nave been able to quite largely reduce their 
passenger rates, asthe amount paid for com- 
missions, if saved, would allow the companies to 

ay as large dividends on the property as have 

u paid in the past, and yet reduce their pas- 
senger rates toa considerabie and appreciabie 
extent. I think the through rates could readily 
be reduced trom 5to lo per cent from the sav- 
ing Tu commissions alone,since the amount paid 
as commissions aggregates fully that percent- 
age on all competative business.

The mecting came off yesterday, and it proved 
the old proverb, When the Devil was sick the 
devil a monk would be, but when the Devil 
was well the devil a monk was he.” 
Instead of the 150 reformers which it was 
claimed would be present only about thirty ma- 
terialized, and of these virly a half a dozen were 
not afraid to publicly wear the garb of reform; 
the others sulsed in their tents and kept as 
shady as possible so that their friends, the ticket 
agents, might not find out that they bad been 
engaged in so outrageous a piece of business as 
to attend a meeting which bad for its object the 
suspension of the commission system. 

The meeting was called to order at 11 o'clock 
by Commissiouer Dixon, but before any action 
was taken it was unanimously resolved to lock 
and bolt the doors and allow no one except duly 
accredited delegates in m, 
each person present bad to make a 

fearful oath that under penalty of expulsion 
from the Ancient Order of Gilders be would not 
reveal any of the doings of the meeting or even 
state to the reporters who were present. This 
precaution had to be taken in order to prevent 
the terrible ticket agents, whose emoluments 
stood in dunger of betug knocked into a cocked 
bat, from wreaking veugeance upon the valiant 
and brave reformers who dared to speak in 
favor of 60 outrageous a scheme. How faith- 
fully and sacrediy the valiant reformers kept 
their fearful oath can best be seen from fol- 
lowing full account of the proceedings. The 
following reformers were present: ercival 
Lowell, Burlington; B. F. Milis, Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids & Northern; W. H. Proudy, Indi- 
ana, Bloomington & Western; O. W. Ruggles, 
Michigua Central; C. 8.

Ballroad Building in Nebraska. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
DAVENPORT, Ia., Dec. 15.—A private letter to 
your correspondent from the great contracting 
firm of Reynolds & Co., dated at Pawnee City, 
Neb., Dec. II. gives an inside view of railroad 
building in that State which has not found its 
way into priat. The cuntract to, build forty 
miles of road from the Big Blue River to Table 
Rock, on the Atchison branch of the Burlington 
& Missouri Railroad in Nebraska, was com- 
menced May 1, and the last rail was laid on the 
3d of this month. The work was very heavy— 
1,500,000 cubic yards of earth were removed, 600,- 
D feet of bridging built, and 20,000 feet of piling 
driven on the distance named. It is the heaviest 
contract ever executed in that State on the same 
number of miles. The senior member of the 
firm named says in the communication at hand: 
„We are now buiiding for the Buri on & 
Missouri Railroad: 20 miles in Nebraska and 
r les in the former and 120 in 
the latter. e commenced ding Aug. at 
Culbertson, and have finisbed 10) miles of this 
work, and nearly tifteen miles on the other 100 
miles; have bullt seventy-five miles of brid ‘ 
and there are sixty-five milesof track 
This is the fastest work on record of grading.

New Work, Chicago & St. Louis. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 15.—The daily reports re- 
ceived by Uhief-Magineer Latcha, of the New 
York, Chicago & St. Louis Railroad, show that 
2356 miles of track have been laid to date, and 
that the work is progressing at the rate of about 
four miles a day. The line, when completed, 
will be separated into two grand divisions. That 
from Buffalo to Bellevue will be known as the 
Buffalo Division, and from Bellevue to Chicago 
wil: be called the Chicago Division.

New Yor«k, Dec. 12.—A letter from an Ohio 
miller to a party bere has recently been shown 
me, which reads as fullows: “Can you explain 
why the difference in the price of wheat in this 
country now and one year ago is 60 much great- 
er than it is in Engiand? The Mark Lane r- 
press (Lundon) of Dec. 5 reports this difference 
as only ld per qr of 8 bu, while in our market 
the price is jvc per bu higher than one year ago. 
W bat is there wrong about this 44s lid per gr of 8 
bu? It is only $1.34 per bu, while the price bere 
(Ohio) is $1.30, and yet you tell me to run my 
mill instead of shutting down, as so many have, 
as you look tor higher prices toward spring.

Be Celebrated? 
The “ Pole-Evil.”

CurcaGco, Dec. 15.—‘“ Our Carter and the 
Council seem to be struggling with the question 
of telegraph poles and wires in our streets, and 
making a mountain out of a molenhill. 

No city could be more favorably situated for 
easy access. All that is required is a compre- 
hensive plan on a grand scaie—the location and 
natural advantages are at hand. The lake front 
is the pees for all the teicgraph-wires for any 
and alllines. Fur example, take poles the size 
of those on State streef, and put upa doubie 
row either over or at tne side of the lilinois Cen- 
tral tracks from Randolph street to Hyde Park, 
and put cross-ties or braces at suitable 
distances apart, say fourteen on each set of 
potes. On these could be strung all the wires 
reouired by ali the lines desiring to come into 
the city, each line 2 its proportion aveord- 
ing to the number of wires used. The Illinois 
Central Railroad Company would no doubt put 
up the poles and wires at a fairrental. in tbis 
— all the lines in the city could de taken 

own. 

As the Court-House is the central point for 
telegraph wires to terminate, “Our Carter 
could construct a tunnel in Washington street, 
from La Salle street to the Lake Front, or on 
any other street, if desired. 

District and fire-alarm wires can be 
placed in thealleys and on the buildings as at 
present. Wires on poles on the Lake Front 
would be out of the way of the Fire Department 
and free from usual accidents.

When any of such holidays fall * Sunday 
the Monday next following shall neld and 
considered such holiday. All notes, bills, drafts, 
checks, or othor evidence of iudettedness fall- 
ing due on either of said days shall be deemed 
as maturing on day previous, and when two

immediately succeeding each other, then such 
instruments, papers, or indebtedness shall be 
deemed as due or having matured on the day 
previous to the first of such days.

Let us see what are the duties of 
manufacturers to their fellow countrymen, the 
people. We ought to have the same claim upon 
their patriotic consideration that they have on 
ours. They ought at least to furnish us with 
goods as cheaply as ible consistent with a 
fair proiit. Do they do this? No. 

Almost every manufacturer in theU nite@@tates 
belongs to some combination formed for the 
purpose of defeating competion, and when the 
much-loved people come to purchase they are 
confronted with what is called “the combina- 
tion price”—a price generally established at 
nothing short of absolute extortion. Another

$26,000,000 for 1881, which is $6,500,000 more than 
is paid by any other State, and whith is one-tifth 
of the whole amount collected in the United 
States, while our population is only about one- 
sixteenth. The industries of auy country, in or- 
der to be profitable, must be diversified, and in 
our State they are becoming more and more 80. 
The time is coming soon when our State will not 
be so distinctively an agricultural State in con- 
trast with other interests. It will not be long 
before it will be a great manufacturing State.
